BASED ON FAILURE TO RECEIVE RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT

SIR: 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.137, the undersigned Petitioner hereby respectfully requests that: (1) the 
holding of abandonment be withdrawn; and (2) the period for response to the Restriction Requirement dated 
June 11, 2007 be reset, based on a failure to receive the Restriction Requirement due to the fact that the 
Restriction Requirement was not available for downloading from the Image File Wrapper (IFW) at the time 
Applicant's Representative entered the IFW via the Patent Application Information Retrieval (PAIR) 
system. 

Evidence substantiating the failure to receive the Restriction Requirement is summarized in detail in 
the following "Statement of Facts," which includes, in accordance with MPEP § 71 1.03(c)(1)(A), the 
following: (1) an executed statement from the undersigned Petitioner averring that the Restriction 
Requirement was not received and attesting to the fact that a search of the file jacket and docket record 
indicates that the same was not received; and (2) a copy of the July 11, 2007 docket record where the non- 
received Restriction Requirement would have been entered had the same been received and docketed. 

STATEMENT OF FACTS 

In response to the June 11, 2007 "e-notification," Applicant's Representative Docketing Staff went 
into the above-identified application's IFW via the PAIR system on the morning of June 11, 2007. Since

there was nothing available for downloading at that time other than the Notice of Publication of Application, 
it was therefore assumed that the "e-notification" of June 11, 2007 was directed solely to the Notice of 
Publication. 

In response to a call from Examiner Nagubandi on December 13, 2007, Applicant's Representative 
checked Private PAIR, where the Restriction Requirement dated June 1 1, 2007 was initially discovered. 
After checking the file jacket and the enclosed July 11, 2007 docket record where the non-received 
Restriction Requirement would have been entered had the same been received and docketed, and 
determining that the Restriction Requirement had not been received and docketed, Applicant's 
Representative spoke with Tony Uranga, Program Analyst with the Office of Search and Information 
Resources Administration, who confirmed via the Patent Electronic Business Center's auditing software that 
the Restriction Requirement was not uploaded into the IFW until the late evening of June 11, 2007. 

It is noted that since the June 11, 2007 "e-notification" is not issued at a document level and because 
the "e-notification" was viewed on the morning of June 11, 2007, a courtesy reminder postcard would not 
have been mailed for the Restriction Requirement. 

Applicant's Representative further states that they were neither aware of the Restriction 
Requirement prior to receiving the call from Examiner Nagubandi on December 13, 2007, nor was a paper 
copy of the Restriction Requirement ever received via regular mail. 

Consequently, it is respectfully requested that this petition be GRANTED.
